be seen gieat stacks of peach and apricot 
stones w hich w ill eventually find their 
v, ay to San Francisco and other places to 
be sold for fuel 
Tho apricot stones do 


not burn as readily as the peach and will 
not command as good a price 
The fruit 


raisers will undoubted!} be pleased to 
learn that they now ha\ e another source 
of revenue open to them 
A large num- 


ber of peaches are dried during the sum 
mer season foi shipment As soon as the 
owners find that they have a market foi 
tlie stones a greater number of pounds

quails, wluch are kept m a building the 
walls of which are lined with cages hold

A Strange Mark 


James Rothermel, w ho lives in Fayette 


county tlm btatc ha' a btrange birth 
mark w Inch makes him an object of su 
jerstitious icgard among Jus neighbors 
According to a correspondent of The 
Pittsburg Post on the back of Rothermel's 
dead, just below and a little to the right 
of the base of the bram, is a small ex- 
crescence bluibh in color an 1 crescent 
shaped 
The moment the moon begins 


;o turn tho first quarter of hci pole the 
maik begins to undergo a startling 
change 
Its bluish xoloi turns to a bnl 


liant red, and the flesh below it and ex- 
tending diagonally across his neck to the 
left shoulder begins to swell 
As the 


moon grows older the birth mark gets 
redder and redder, and the flesh swells 
more and more, until when the moon 
lias reached its ' full," the crescent 
shaped mirk is of a fleiy scarlet, and the 
Hesh extending from the mark to the left 
shoulder has swollen into a horn like 
roll, two or three inches in thickness at 
the largest point, and gradually Japermg 
to a point near the left shouldei 


As the moon gradually begins to wane, 


in like manner the scarlet of the crescent 
shaped mark becomes less fiery, the horn 
like roll across the neck to decrease in 
size, until when tho moon is dark again 
there is nothing to be seen but the small 
bluish crescent shaped inarL 
For o\ er 


twenty-eight \ears these changes have 
followed monthly \\ith the moons 
phases and so marked are they and so 
regular that Eothermel cin tell by sim 
ply placing his hand on the back of his 
neck exactly what stage the moon is in 
—Philadelphia American
